ö Hereas, at the humble ſuite of Our Commons in Parliament, by 
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many things tending to thole ends, aud did ſtraitly coinmand the due cxecutton any obleruatton 
thereof, vnder the penalties therein tontamed: Now becauſe wee haue beeneinfozmed, aſti;cllby 
the humble Certificate of Pur Commiſſioners to2 Virginia, as by the humble Petition of dincrs of 
Our {ouing Subiects, the Planters aud Aduenturers ok, and in thole Tolontes, That,notwith- 
ſtanding Pur Royall pleaſure was ſo expꝛeſcelp ſignified. and the reaſons of State are lo plainely 
laid downe, as might haue perſwaded enery well affected Subiect to the due obleruante thereof; yet 
diuers, out of an inoꝛdinate deſire ot pꝛinate gaine, haue wilfully diſobeyed Our tommandement here⸗ 
in, and thereby haue indeauoured, as much as in them lieth, to deſtroy fo noble a wozke as the ſup⸗ 
poꝛt ot thoſe Plantations, which lo much concernes Our Hono ar, and the Honour and p:ofit of Our 
eople. . 

, — — being very lenſible of this neglect and contempt, haue thought good to renew Our 
ſaid Pꝛoclamation; And doe hereby ſignifie and declare vnto all Our loving Suviects, and vnto all 
others, Our expꝛeſſe will and plealſure to be, That Our laid foꝛmer Pꝛoclamation, and euerp clauſe, 
pꝛohibition, article and thing therein tontamed, ſhall from hentekooꝛth be duly oblerued andobeyed, 
with ſuch alterations and additions as are in theſe pꝛeſents contained and erpꝛelled, vpon pame of 
Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch penalties and puniſhments, as in Our laid foꝛmer Pꝛoclamation are, 
oꝛ in theſe pꝛeſents ſhall be limited oꝛ appo:ated foꝛ the offenders thereof. 

And whereas ſome haue ſinte Our laid laſt ꝛotlamation, vnmerchantlike, ſetretlp and tunning⸗ 
ly ſtollen in great partels of Tobacco, contrary co Our ſaid Pꝛoclamation; Dec Would haue thoſe 
perlous, and all others by their example know, That they muſt expect the leueritie of that cenſure, 
which Our Court of Starce-Chambver ſhail thinke fit to inflict vpon them, and that Wee are relol⸗ 
ned not to relent oꝛ remit their delerued puniſhment, but to cauſe themand all others, that ſhalltarc 
to a ſfend herein, to bee pꝛoletuted and puniſhed in ſuch meaſure, as ſuch their high contempt doth) 

ſerue. 
ws nd becauſe Be tonteiued it would be vtterly in baine to pꝛohibite the impoꝛtation of ſuch foꝛreine 
Tc uacto as aforeſaid, vnleſſe the care and ch :rge of the exetution thereof were tomuntted by Us, to 
ſouit St and able perſons, who veſtues the ri ſpect to Our ſerntce, might foꝛtheir owne particular in. 
tereits rade the lame to heart; Tyerekoꝛe We Haue by Our Letters Patents under Our great Scale 
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of England, authoꝛized tertaine perſbuns, Citizens of 1 01401, well affected to thoſe plantations, an 
Dur leruice, by themſelues, and their Deputies, to ſcarch and ingure into lie offences, and offen⸗ 
ders againſt Our lard Pꝛotlamation: And woec haue allo contracted with chem to bee Our Agents 
[02 Us, and to Our ble to reteiue the Tobacco ofthoſe Colontes, at and foz lach pꝛices as Wer haue 
agreed to gine foꝛ the lame; and vetides thoſe pꝛites to bee gtuen to the Planters and owners of the 
laid Tobacco, Our ſaid Agents haue further contracted with Cs, to giue and pay voto Us, and to 
Our vle, fuch lummes of money moze, as may giue Us reaſonable ſatiffaction fo: that toffe. which o- 
ther wile wee ſhould ſuſtaine in our Cuſtomes and other Dueties, and mayinable Us to beare that 
charge, which wee haue vndertaken peerely to diſburſe koꝛ the generall defence and ſuppoꝛt of thoſe 
Nantations. And We doe further by this Our Pꝛoclamation publiſh and declare, that We will ton 
ſtantly and muiolably obſcrue and perfozme Our ſaid contract, and on Hur parts, will allow and dit 
burle outof Hur reuenew, thoſe ſummes of money foꝛ the ſafety of thoſe lantations andſo2 the caſe 
of the Planters and Juhabitants there, which by the laid contract hath beene on Our parts vnder⸗ 
taken; whereof we would haue, alwell Our laid Agents, as the Planters aud Aduenturere in thole 
Colonies, and all other whom it map tonterne, to reſt confidently aſſured. :

And fo2 the incouragement of thoſe, who ſhall take pames in the diſcouerp and ſeizing therecok, 
Our will and plcaſure is, That the one halke of the realonable value thereor, hall bee paid vnto the 
ſeizers thereof in money by Our Agents, + the Tobacco it lelfe ſhall be expoꝛted agame by Our laid 
Agents, oꝛ by their appointments: Aud koꝛ the better exetutionok Our fermce Herein, we doe here- 
by giue full power and authozuty, as well to Our Agent and Agents, as to thetr Deputp and Depu- 
ties, at all time and times, to enter into, and to ſcarch foꝛ any pꝛohibucd Tobaceo,contrary to this

fo:ty dayes then next enluing ſhould tranſpoꝛt out of Our laid Kingdome, all otter Tobacco, then 
that of the growth of thoſe Colonies Wet doe now by this Our Pꝛoclamation, ratifie and confirme 
the ſame, and command, the lame to be duely put in crecution: And to the ende there may be no cua⸗ 
ſion vſed to auoyd the ſame, Wee doe hereby giue full power and commandement to Our ſaid A- 
gents, by themſclues and their Deputies at any tune, oꝛ tunes after the laid fine and tweutieth day 
of March now next cuſning, to ſcarch foꝛ the laid pꝛohibited Tobacco, and to tane a true aud exact 
note andaccompt of the quantity thereok, to the intent that the Owners thereof, befoꝛe the ende of 
foꝛty dayes next enſuing after the laid fine and twentieth day of March, either by themlelues oz ſome 
other, may expoꝛt the ſame by the pꝛinup of the ſaid Agents. aecoꝛding to the true intent of this, and 
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of Our ſaid foꝛmer Pꝛotlamation, and at the end ofthe laid foꝛty dayes, may cine a tuſt account vnto 
Our laid Ageuts, what is become thereof; # whatſocuer Tobacco which is not of the pꝛoper growth

batto; Our will aud pleaſure is, and Wee doc hercbyſtraitly charge and tommand alland cuerp Our 
lomng ſubiects.to whom any the fard pꝛoinbited Tobacco (hal be offered to be lold oꝛ contracted foz, 
as afozeſaid that ummediatelpy vpon the ſight of any ſuch prohibited Tobacco, oꝛ vpon offer to con- 
tract foꝛ any ſuch Tobacco, they malie ſtap thereof, and of luch perlon oꝛ perlons, as ſhall either pꝛo- 
fer the lame to fell oꝛ ſhall offer to contract foꝛ any the ſaid pꝛobhbited Tobacco, and that they and c- 
uery of them, who (hall haue the laid prohibited Tobatco fo pꝛoffered vnto them to be ſold, as afoꝛe- 
ſaid, ſhall giue notice thereof and charge the next Conſtable, Head boꝛough, oꝛ other Officer, with 
ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons, who ſhall offer to put the fame to ſale, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and 
of ſuch other panes and penalties, as other offenders agaialt this Hur Nopall Pꝛoclamation are 1. 
able vnto. And wee doe hereby farther charge and command ail and linguler Conſtables, Head. 
boꝛoughs c other Sur officers afoꝛelaid, that they and euerp of them, bpon notice vnto them gien of 
any luch pꝛohibited Tobacco, as afoꝛe laid, oꝛ of any ſuch perſon aud perſons ſo offending, as afoze- 
ſaid, that they letze the laid Tobacco, and detatne all ſuch perſon nd perlons lo offendmgas they Gal

the time being, within our laid Kingdomes ot England and lreland, reſpectinely (hall and map award 
ſuch and ſo many Comunſſions, as they ſhall thinke meet, to be directed to diſcrect and fif perſons in 
all oꝛ any Our Poꝛts, oꝛ ciſewhere, to enquire of and examine vpon oath, oꝛ otherwile, all ſuch per 
ſons as are, 02 ſhall be ſuſpetted to haue heretofoꝛe offended, o2 Which hereafter Mall offend againſt
